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High speed broadband comes to town 


ABOUT 4,400 homes and businesses in Honiton 
now have access to high-speed fibre broadband, 
BT has announced. And this figure will increase 
to more than 5,000 premises as engineers com¬ 
plete the local upgrade in the weeks ahead. 

Honiton is the latest Devon town to benefit from 
BT’s £2.5 billion roll-out of the technology across the 
UK. 

Fibre broadband is already available in more than 20 
communities in the county, such as Exeter, Exmouth, 
Sidmouth, Newton Abbot, Dawlish and Teignmouth. 

More than 240,000 Devon premises already have ac¬ 
cess to the technology and BT is working with public 
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sector partners in the Connecting Devon and Somerset 
programme to expand coverage even further. 

Neil Parish, MP for Tiverton and Honiton, said: “I 
very much welcome this major investment by BT in 
Honiton. 

“High-speed access to the internet has never been 
more important whether you are a local businessper¬ 


son wishing to build your company, a student taking 
advantage of online training and carrying out research 
or a householder making use of online shopping and 
entertainment. In today’s rapidly moving world, fast 
and sophisticated communications are absolutely vital. 
They are an essential part of future success.”

We sang Christmas carols in voices loud. 
“We ll stay friends forever” all of us vowed. 
Toasting the New Year, our Station, and all I 
slipped from the sofa onto the floor. 


Sid then managed to trip over my legs 
hanging on to his glass to finish the dregs. 

Our Skipper declared “f sh time to return” 
his face now set in a foolish gurn.

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District extend 
reduced fees for 
festive parking 


COUNCIL bosses were so pleased with a 
parking offer that it was reintroduced for the 
run-up to Christmas. 

The offer first applied on Saturday, December 7th, 
to help boost trade in town centres. 

The new offer meant that motorists could park in 
any East Devon District Council (EDDC) pay and dis¬ 
play car park for a maximum daily charge of £2, pro¬ 
viding they arrived no earlier than 10am. 

In addition, the ticket was transferable to be used in 
any other EDDC car park during that day. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “EDDC has an¬ 
nounced a further Christmas parking concession to 
help town centre businesses in the final few days of 
the run-up to Christmas. 

“With effect from Wednesday, December 18 th and 
up to Christmas Day, there will be daily repeats of the 
successful Small Business Saturday offer that applied 
on December 7th.” 

This means motorists can park all day (from 10am) 
for a maximum daily charge of just £2. 

Councillor Iain Chubb, Cabinet Member for Envi-

ronment, added: “We estimate that on Small Business 
Saturday an additional 400 customers were persuaded 
to buy a £2 ticket compared to previous years. 

“We reckon that around half of these were customers 
who would previously have bought a cheaper ticket 
and so perhaps they were able to spend more time 
shopping in our towns. On balance we think the offer 
worked well for our towns.” 

Shoppers can park from 10am today (Christmas 
Eve) for just £2 in any EDDC pay and display car 
park. 

The pay and display ticket is valid for re-use in any 
other EDDC pay and display car park for the remain¬ 
der of the day. 

So far, three customers have contacted EDDC to 
claim their Golden Ticket prizes of three months’ free 
parking. There were 24 tickets left to be claimed, so 
look out for the gold cross. 


GP surgeries will be open 
over the holiday period 


HEALTH bosses have stressed 
that GP surgeries will be open for 
most of the Christmas and New 
Year period. 

Angela Edmunds of Devon 
Local Medical Committee said: 
“GP practices will be open as nor¬ 


mal on Christmas Eve and, with 
the exception of New Year’s Day, 
from Friday, December 27th on¬ 
wards. 

“I’m not sure everyone realises 
that their doctor might well be 
available and this can place unnec¬ 


essary pressure on other services 
which aren’t intended to deal with 
more routine issues.” 

The Devon Doctors out-of-hours 
GP service will be accessible when 
GP practices are closed, though 
this service is available only for 
those whose problem is 
urgent and cannot wait 
until their surgery re¬ 
opens. 

A Devon Doctors 
spokesperson said: “His¬ 
torically, the Christmas 
and New Year period 
sees a sharp increase in 
people making unneces¬ 
sary calls to emergency 
services, Devon Doctors 
and nurse-led Minor In¬ 
jury Units which can cre¬ 
ate problems for people 
who have a critical need 
for these services. 

“Remember, if you 
need general medical ad¬ 
vice you can call the new 
NHS 111 service, 24 
hours a day, 365 days a 
year, while pharmacists 
are also able to give ad¬ 
vice on minor problems 
such as that cold you 
might be trying to shake 
off before the festivities 
get under way. 

“Of course, if you have 
a life-threatening condi¬ 
tion you should dial 999 
or go to the emergency 
department at your near¬ 
est acute hospital without 
delay.”

Crime falls in Honiton 

CRIME figures announced last week reveal a steady drop in recorded 
crime in Honiton, a downward trend which has been maintained month 
on month throughout the year. 

PCSO Steve Mingo told a meeting of Honiton Town Council last Mon¬ 
day (December 9th) that the total number of recordable crimes from 
the period of November 11th to December 9th was 40, compared to 
48 during the same period last year. 

Of those recorded crimes, there were six assaults, three drug pos¬ 
session offences and 10 spates of criminal damage. There were also 
four accounts of theft and one drink drive offence. 

PCSO Darren England said: “We are very pleased with the latest 
crime figures - they have been going down every month in the last 
year. We are working a lot harder with more foot patrols than last year 
and more officers on the ground." 

Devon and Cornwall Police are also asking people to take care over 
the festive period and to be wary of thieves. They are warning people 
about leaving valuables in their cars and on public display. 

PCSO England added: “We are warning people to keep their windows 
and doors secure at all times, and to keep presents and valuables away 
from outside view. We are also recommending that presents are 
marked with the owner's postcode, house number of name so they 
can be identified if stolen."

In the New Year, Church of England 
parishes are likely to have a opportunity to 
discuss the latest Draft Legislation of 
Women in the Episcopate.

How do Rear Parking Sensors work? 

The rear parking system is automatically 
activated when you engage reverse gear.

Don’t lose cash on a clunker 


AS news continues to confirm that buyers are bearing the 
burden when it comes to used car repairs*, HPI reveals that 
an alarming 4 out of 5 used cars bought have at least one 
hidden fault, which costs an average £225 to fix, whilst 1 
in 9 faulty cars bought cost over £1000 to repair. Over 
£353million was spent on faulty vehicles over the past 12 
months, according to Citizens Advice, a figure that vehicle 
information expert HPI believes could indeed be much 
higher. 

Shane Teskey, Senior Manager, Consumer Services for 
HPI, explains: “Last year 2.7 million used cars were sold 
privately in the UK and Northern Ireland, which could 
equate to over £480 million pounds spent on faulty cars 
being repaired. Too many used car buyers are falling foul 
of dodgy cars from shifty sellers. Don’t be hoodwinked into 
parting with your cash without conducting rigorous checks. 
People rarely buy a house without having a survey, so why 
would they happily buy a car without having it inspected?” 


HPI goes on to reveal that that 1 in 5 cars need a cash in¬ 
jection of £550 to keep them on the road, leaving the buyer 
significantly out of pocket. Something as seemingly 
straightforward as replacing worn tyres could cost £320 for 
a Focus or similar, and £1,200 to £1,800 for a 4X4 BMW 
X5 or similar. All of which goes to show the value of hav¬ 
ing an independent vehicle inspection conducted before pur¬ 
chase. 

By checking over 200 individual items on a car, an HPI 
Inspection, carried out by a highly trained vehicle assessor, 
will help consumers choose a vehicle that’s roadworthy and 
safe to drive as well as establish if the car has been in an ac¬ 
cident and subsequently repaired. It will also expose any 
faults, such as worn brakes, exhausts and tyres, and uncover 
any hidden defects to the interior and exterior body panels.

He won the team Gold 
and two Bronze medals in 
the 1988 Worlds Champi¬ 
onships and the four's Gold 
in the 2002 Common¬ 
wealth Games. Honiton 
played Kingsley last Satur¬ 
day in the County Trophy 
competition. 

Honiton had a decisive 
win of 82-75.
